U.S. BORDER 


Possible danger to livestock of 


|.|this area, and throughout the na- 


tion, is seen in the outbreak of 
hoof and mouth disease in Sas- 
orga Canada, reported this 
week. 


F. R. Farnsworth, White River 
cattleman, returning terday 
from San Francisco, said that in- 
formation obtained at the office 
of the California Cattlemen’s as- 
sociation indicates that infected 
Canadian herds are near the U. S. 
border, and it is reported that a 
Shipment of cattle from the in- 
fected district came into the 
United States as late as February 
20. 


A check is now being made in 
an effort to locate these cattle, 
however, little information on 
them. has come up as yet. 

As of now, the Canadian border 
is closed to livestock and certain 
Meat products. It is stated that 
some 22 cattle herds are infected, 
in addition to some hogs and 
sheep. 


Since the infected area is near 
the United States border, there is 
also danger of the disease spread- 
ing into the United States from 
wild game. It is believed that the 
Canadian outbreak came from 
livestock imported from Europe. 

Cattlemen of California, and the 
western states, have watched with 
concern development of the hoof 
and mouth disease in Mexico, fol- 
lowing a serious outbreak about 
three years ago. It appears that 
through efforts of the United 
States, the disease has been 
brought under control there, and 
the potential threat was never as 
great as now exists in Canada, 
since a desert area lays between 
infected Mexican cattle and the 
U. S. border. 

Last actual epidemic of hoof 
and mouth disease in Tulare coun- 
ty was in the middle twenties, 
when great losses were sustained 
by cattlemen and other livestock 
men.

Things that have no place in a 
family first-aid center: unlabelled 
bottles, unrolled soiled bandage, 
old prescriptions. Include in your 
New Year’s resolution a clause 
that you'll discard them.

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Citrus nurserymen and growers 
having young trees should begin 
spraying for citrus thrips as soon 
as these insects are evident. It is 
very important that the new 
growth be protected from thrip in- 
jury. .As many treatments as is 
necessary should be applied 
throughout the growing season. 

Nursery trees that require close 


attention to suckering, weed con- | 


trol, staking, and tying may be 
treated with Sabadilla (Thrip 
Tox) without danger to those 
working on the trees. For the 
best results with Sabadilla, it 
should be applied during warm, 
dry weather. 

In the event that unfavorable 
weather prevails when the first 
thrips appear, nicotine should be 
used at the rate of 1 quart of nico- 
tine sulfate or 7 pounds of black- 
leaf 155 with 4 pounds of sugar 
in 100 gallons of water. This 
should be followed with Sabadilla 
when the thrips again appear. 
Sabadilla is used at the rate of 1 
to 1% gallons per acre in from 
100 to 200 gallons of water. 
Sugar should be added at a mini- 
mum of 5 pounds for each 100 
gallons of water used. 


The less cutting down on olive 
trees that are to be grafted the 
easier it will be to insert ‘the 
scions early in the season. If 
limbs must be cut several weeks 
prior to grafting, stubs should be 
at least 4 feet beyond where the 
final cut will be made.

Beginning Friday, March 21,

Says... 

Contact weed control with the 

use of oil should be aimed to the 

very small weeds when they are 

easier to kill. Don’t wait until 

the weeds get a good start before 
the control program is begun. 


4-H vegetable growers should 
concentrate their efforts on one 
vegetable crop rather than sev- 
eral vegetable crops. We suggest 
either potatoes, tomatoes, or sweet 
corn as the project for the first 
year. 


Trees and shrubs planted in the 
home garden should be carefully 
placed with reference to their sun- 
light requirements. Don’t plant 
sunloving plants in the shade. 


Butterfat production per cow in 
California is 289 pounds, as com- 
pared to 415 pounds for’ those 
cows in Dairy Herd Improvement 
associations. 


Eggs show more blood spots at 
this time of year. Candling is 
thus of added importance now. 


Cotton fertilizer for this sea- 
son should be ordered as soon as 
possible to insure an available 
supply when the grower wants to 
fertilize the cotton. 


Bare root olive trees should be 
Planted as soon as possible. Late 
planted bare root trees do not 
Start well and are very subject to 
sunburn. 


Citrus growers should recognize 
that next to irrigation pest con- 
trol is the most important thing to 
do. Money spent for timely pest 
control measures is well invested. 


Harding grass has proved its 
value for winter feed in irrigat- 
ed pastures.

We Only Heard

NORTHWESTERS ARE good. 
If you haven’t tried this new type 


‘of meat -bird, better do it, even if 


only to satisfy your curiosity, 
since you will be hearing more 
and more about the Northwester. 
Actually, the bird that combines 
chicken and pheasant, has a 
sweeter-than-chicken taste, tem- 
pered by just a shade of the wild 
pheasant flavor; the meat is firm; 
there’s white meat on the drum- 
sticks and the breasts are really 
broad. It’s actually quite a bird 
for eatin’ purposes. 

TO GET this matter of a pro- 
posed $85 billion federal budget 
a little closer to home, the Cali- 
fornia Taxpayers’ association has 
figured out that if adopted on a 
pay-as-you-go basis, the budget 
would cost Tulare county $93,- 
336,000, or, still closer to home, 
about $630 for every one of the 
county’s 148,200 persons. Cali- 
fornia’s share of such a budget 
would run something over $7 bil- 
lion. Or to compare further, the 
federal budget would cost Tulare 
county about eight times as much 
as its own county’s budget and it 
would cost California well over 
eight times as much as the state 
budget. 

ANY HOPE that some sort of 
compromise might be reached con- 
cerning the condemnation action 
of the Porterville Veterans’ Mem- 
orial district against Sinarle prop- 
erty on Olive street seems to have 
vanished and it would now appear 
that the case will go into court 
April 23 as scheduled. Apparent- 
ly the hard-headed and vindica- 
tive attitude of the Memorial 
board still prevails, in spite of 
strong public expressions of 
opinion opposing this condemna- 
tion of property for a veterans’ 
memorial building . . . How we 
would like to see a publie vote 
on the single and simple question, 
“Shall the Porterville Veterans’ 
Memorial district condemn prop- 
erty as a site for a veterans’ mem- 
orial building.” Our bet is that 
one would be voted down in a 
hurry, because we believe that 
people still generally appreciate 
the difference between moral right 
and wrong... But don’t worry. 
There’s no possibility of such a 


vote as long as the present board 
is in office.

FISHERIES CHIEF TO RETIRE 
A. C. Taft, chief of the bureau 


of fish conservation, department 
of fish and game has announced 
his intent to retire. The chief’s 
first plan calls for a take off to 
Paris and European waypoints by 
May 1, to go fishing no doubt. 

Frogging will be legal starting 
March 1 with a bag limit of 24 
allowed. Under new regulations 
the size limit has been removed 
but no frog shooting will be per- 
mitted. 

Last day of February is not 
only the last day of the coastal 
steelhead and salmon season but 
also ends the season on black bass, 
sunfish, crappie and bluegill in all 
counties north of Mono, Madera, 
Fresno, San Benito, Santa Clara 
and Santa Cruz counties except a 
few reservoirs which will here- 
after remain open year ‘round. 

Striped bass fishing in the bay 
area has been slow but ocean sal- 
mon fishing has been producing 
very good results. 

A letter from the Santa Cruz 
Stagnaro family informs us 
March 1 will be the official open- 
ing day for the famous deep sea 
fishing trips in the area, weath- 
er and tidal conditions permitting. 
First boat is scheduled to start 
at 6:30 a.m.

The game law violator may have 
intended to be the good Samaritan 
by hoping to provide more fish 
for the fisherman or perhaps he 
was just a natural trout hater. 
Very likely many more little green 
sunfish than trout could eventu- 
ally be provided for the fishermen 
if that is what they want. 

Sunfish are so prolific that 
they often take over a body of 
water entirely and crowd it with 
so many fish they lack growing 
space and sufficient food and thus 
become very undesirable stunted 
specimens. 

But after due consideration and 
inquiry, the department of fish 
and game reached the conclusion 
that what the most people want 
out of Sesuoia is the continued 
good trout fishing, not little green 
sunfish. As a result the usual 
trout planting practice will be 
followed again this year and a 
close watch maintained on fishing 
results. 2

Homemakers find that automatic 
washers will Fe clothes whiter 


with one-half the soap where 
clothes and the water are proper! 
conditioned. A new discovery is 
that clothes should be “‘condi- 
tioned” before the homemaker puts 
her new automatic machine into 
service. The efficiency of soaps and 
detergents is sometimes questioned 
where clothes do not come out 
white and fluffy, but frequently 
the fault is with the water. ‘This 
can be corrected, according to a 
report made at a recent national 
home laundry conference. 
Hotpoint home 
economists said 
that where local 
water has a high 
calcium and iron 
content, it does 
not completely 
dissolve soap or 
detergents in any washer. Clothes 
become loaded with undissolved 
soap.curds atid do not come out 
-white and fluffy. As a remedy, they 
reported a recipe which includes 
an arrangement by which a pack- 
water softener is supplied 
with its new machines, with a sug- 
tion that it be used to condition 
clothes before laundering is 
done. This “clothes conditioning” 
recipe is to be used before the new 
machine goes into service: Just 
place the clothes in the washer, 
add the required hot water for 
washing, then the water softener 
(this amount based on chart be- 
low):: no soap or detergent. Then 
the machine should be dialed to go 
through its tegular cycles. 
Following “conditioning,” the 
clothes are again washed; this time 
with soap and softener added. 
Farther tests showed that the dull 
and grey condi- 
tion did not re- 
turn where water 
softener was used 
each time clothes 
were washed.

In ordinary circumstances, extension or improvement of a road - 
can be accomplished without undue trouble, however, in the case of © 
Henderson, a railroad crossing is involved, which in turn involves 
the state securities commission, a group that has indicated that if a 
crossing is to be placed on Henderson, some existing crossing must 
be closed — with Belleview suggested. 

But the problem involved here is not one of closing crossings, it 
is one of opening a new crossing to serve both the city of Por 
and the rural area. The Henderson project can stand on its own 
merit and should be pushed as such. There should be no backtrack- 
ing in the form of trades. 

Already the Porterville chamber of commerce, the city planning 
commission and the city of Porterville are on record opposing any 
trade. We would like to see other organizations do likewise. 

Henderson road can be extended without involving any trade 
provided enough opinion is expressed in favor of the needed exten- . 
sion. It behooves this community, both rural and city, to see ' that 
this opinion is expressed in the proper places and that the Hender- 
son project is not allowed to fade out again as it has on several occa- 
sions during the past 30 years.
